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i, On 11 October 1950 many individual flights were made at the 
Grossenhain (N 52/A 01) airfield by jet fighters with sweot= 
back wings, rudder assemblies slanting to the rear and nose 
wheels, A single-enzine, low-wing monoplane with radial ensine 
and retractable landing gear also made individual fli chts. 


2, Eightcen jet fighters with navigation lichts made individual 
local flights between 8 5.m. and midnight on 11 Uctober, (1) The 
lighting facilities at the field included: two rod rings fitted 
ai altitudes of about 50 and 90 meters on a smokestack, 96 meters 
high, which was part of the paper mill on the southern edge of the 
fields; a red light on koth a southern and a northern hangars a red

The turbine was running 
for about 4+ minute before the plane took ef", During the take-offs 
the runway was not illuminated by searchlights, The searchlicht at 
the northwestern end of the runway rotated during the flying or tried 
to get the aircraft into its beam which were flying at an altitude 
of ahout 3,000 meters, vhen a olane aporoached the field to land 
there the searchlight beamed its licht at an angle of about 35 decrees 
in the landing direction.

4. On 13 Jetobor, it was learned that Major stein (fm). was the commander 
"4 of the field. Steinwas vreviously tow commander of Srossenhain. Captain

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There was intensive nicht flying with jet aircrart at the field 
on 18 and 19 October.

A radio beacon consisting of four wooden masts about 10 meters high was 
located in the western extension of the runway at a distance of about 
500 meters from the end of the rumay. The masts, arranged in a SORES » 
were 20 meters apart. They had insuloted guyswires and were intercon= 
nected by other wires, Tt could not be determined whethor the connecting 
wires had also insulators or whether cables led to the cavin in the 
middle of the square. The terrain around the beacon was level. (5) 


4 radio truck with a rod antenna on top was about 500 meters south of 
the radio beacon. The truck antenna was connected to a braced mast 

ahout 8 meters high by an antenna about 20 moters long which had two 
insulators. From the mast there was a connection to the telephone central 
on Elsterwerdastrasse by means of an overhead cable, (6) 


‘A radio truck wilh an extended rod antenna about 6 neters hinh was just 
east of the eleven parked jet fighters. Four sdarchlishts about 1 meter 

in diameter fitted on wooden masts about 2° reters high were in the 
western section of the landing field in the extension of the runvay.

The barracks buildings in the southvestern section of the field were fully 
occupied by air force soldiers and their devendents.

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Nicnt Dhyne activity with Migkl5 jet slanes is possible as it is con= 
firmed in paragraph 5, Agparently only individual 
flights were made. ; 

This is the first information on lighting facilities at the field. The 
runvay boundary lishts, obstacle lights, and markings along the approach 
janes, is similar to that previously observed at other airfields in

the names of the commander and administrative officer are revorted for 
the first time, 
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fhe jet aircraft resorted do not represent the total strength of 

jet planes in Grossenhain. Their exact number has not heen re- 

norted, but they are estimated at a minimum of 35 or 0. Two 

fighter regiments are still believed to be stationed at, the field. 

New jet aircraft tyoes have not been seen in Grossenhain.
